SUCCESS SLOW IN COMING 


Discoverer of Vulcanized Rubber Was 
at One Time Compeliled to Beg 
Money for Bread, 

Charles Goodyear, who became a 
millionaire and was the inventor of yul- 
canized rubber as well as many other 
forms of the tree sap products, at one 
time was forced to beg for $5 to keep 
him from starving. In 1884 he discov- 
ered that rubber could be vulcanized, 
It was an accident. He attempted to 
remove some bronze dust from a bit of 
rubber cloth, and after trying several 
chemicals tried aqua fortis, a chem- 
ical largely composed of sulphuric acid, 
It failed also, and he threw the cloth 
away, A few days later he picked it 
up by chance, and noted the spot 
rubbed by the aqua fortis had hard- 
ened and would stand a degree of heat 
that would have melted it tn its former 
state. 

He applied his discovery, and soon 
was wearing rubber shoes, coats, hats 
and other garments, and had a small 
fortune by the right of his discovery. 
But a year passed, and his goods were 
discredited and returned, rotting and 
broken. He was ruined. He started 
in again to discover a method that 
would vulcanize the rubber, and for 
ten years he kept at it, his life a long 
misery of hunger and cold and crush- 
ing poverty. His success came sudden- 
ly and soon he was rich beyond his 
wildest dreatns. 











} Wonderful Poison Gases, 

' Ganned, solidified, poison gas, which 
{gs claimed to be absolutely foolproof 
and mobile, has been perfected for use 
by the American soldier, according to 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. That 
two studies—defensive and offensive 
gas research—go hand in hand al- 
ready has been demonstrated, for, in 
addition to the development of new 
forms of gas, army experts at the 
Edgewood (Md.) arsenal, have had to 
improve the gas masks to make them 
effective against some of the new 
gases brought into existence there, In 
technical military progress, every new 
weapon means a call upon the armorer 
for a new defense. AS a result, this 
country today has not only gases 
which surpass anything used during 
the World war, but a mask which, in 
recent tests was worn 24 hours a day 
for a week, except at mealtime, with- 
out any discomfort whatever. Breath- 
ing was normal, speaking was simple, 
and it kept out all the gases thus far 
known. 


EASY TO BANISH THE “BLUES” 


Undue Despondency Can Be Cured by 
Attention to Diet and Cultiva- 
tion of Optimism. 


A fit of the “blues” is as much an 
intoxication as a drunken spree, and 
a bad attack may disqualify a person 
for wise and efficient action as thor- 
oughly as alcoholic intexication. 

A person. subject to the “blues” 
should in his most lucid and optimistic 
moments resolve to make no impor- 
tant decision, and to set a_ special 
guard over his conduct, while under 
the influence of the ftood of poisons 
to which the condition is due. 

The real cure for the “blues” lies 
in prevention by removing causes. 

The foul breath and coated tongue 
noted in these cases are abundant evi- 
dence of the pcisonous origin of the 
“blues.” The adoption of a poison- 
free diet is almost invariably fol- 
lowed quickly by a change in the men- 
tal state. 

It is important, then, that we cultl- 
vate optimism and forcing the tind 
into optimistic channels of thought, 

This can best be accomplished by 
reading optimistic authors and talking 
with optimistic people. An excellent 
plan is to set oneself the task of cur 
ing some other neurasthenic suffering 
from his pessimism, by deluging him 
with optimistic ideas and expressions, 

Adopt a diet that will introduce pol- 
son-free foods into the dietary and as- 
sist the elimination organs in carry- 
ing out as rapidly as possible the pol- 
sons that may be formed in the nat- 
ural body functions. These things are 
not miraculous, but can be adopted 
into one’s dally life with the utmost 
ease.

With 
my knife I scraped some of this 
crystallized sulphur into an envelope.

started for the objective 
Halemaumau, the 
House of Everlasting Fire. The road 
worms past extinct craters, lava 
tubes, several freaks of ancient vol- 
canic activities, among even larger 
ferns than those along the road from 
Hilo, and finally across three miles 
of desert formed by later periods of 


violent activity, so recent that the 
cooled lava still covers the earth 
like roughened concrete. 


We stopped to view, or rather pass 
through, a lava tube. To do this 
it was necessary to descend 80 feet 
to the floor of an extinct fire pit. 
1‘ certainly was a spooky and ghost- 
like place, but beautiful, too, 
with its endless varieties of ferns, 
flowers and grasses. Among 
the ferns along this path was the 
puu huluhulu, or silk fern. Every- 
thing about the place was dark and

gloomy. This fierce-looking black 
hole in the face of the perpendic- 
ular cliff turned out to be the en- 


trance to a huge natural tunnel over 
two and a quarter miles in length. 
It was not necessary to stoop but 
twice in negotiating the distance. 
The walls were worn smooth by the 
assage of molten lava in bygone 
lays. There are two kinds of lava 
as it comes from the volcano, a-a 
and, paahoehoe. The first is mixed 
vith sand and gravel and leaves the 
land it covers a desert for thou- 
sands of But a lava flow of 
yaahoehoe will yield to vegetation 
within 200 years; when fully decom- 
posed it makes the best soil in the 
islands. These two kinds of lava will 
mix, hence the reason for the 
lava tubes which are formed in thick 
layers of ancient paahoehoe which 
left underground cracks as it cooled. 
Afterward during periods of a-a ac- 
tivity, the coarse and rough lava 
found its way into some of these 
cracks in the paahoehoe. We only 
went through this tube to the first

A spur of another of the lakes 
reached into the center of the pit. 
Here there was a gigantic mass of 
solid rock, actually floating on the 
surface of the liquid lava. When 
the floor of the pit rises this float- 
island also rises, when the pit 
of Halemaumau overflows this island 
stands high above the rim of the 
crater. 

All this we saw in a drfzzling rain. 
The dampness in the atmosphere pre- 
vented the heated sulphur fumes 
leaving the vicinity as rapidly as 
they rose from the pit, so we were 
constantly forced to change our po- 
sitions in order to avoid: them. 
Darkness only served to increase the 
beauty and the terrible grandeur of 


the spectacle, the glow from the fiery | 


liquid lighting the whole as if by a 
hundred million torches. 

Darkness also brought such an in- 
crease of rain that we were soaked 
to the bone and getting cold. So 
with wistful eyes we gathered our 
last picture of Halemaumau, and 
hurried over the rough lava to the 
waiting machine. The return trip to 
Hilo was not a bit unpleasant and 
we saw many things we had failed 
to see during the out trip. And the 
sun came out momentarily on two or 
three occasions. 

Standing once more on the deck of 
the Maul, as we were being headed 
seaward and as the glory of this 
Hawaiian sunset burst upon our Vis- 
ion, thought of the marvelous 
Halemaumau and of the awesome 
facts we had beheld there ,and with 
thought in mind, all the discomforts 
ot the journey seemed as nothing.
